Forgives Reporter 


Guru Gets Pie In Face 


DETROIT (AP) — True to his peaceful philosophy which 


has gained him a worldwide following, teen-aged self-styled 
prophet Pratap Singh Rawat calmly accepted a pie in Hie 
face from a young American radical Tuesday. 


A 22-year-dld reporter for a local underground paper, 


approached the 15-year-old guru, apparently to present him 
with a bouquet at a Detroit Common Council testimonial 
meeting. 


Instead, he droppc'd the flowers, look quick aim and 


before a stunned audience, delivered^ decidedly irreverent 
greeting to the "love child." 


"I've always wanted to throw a pic in God's face," said 


Pat Halley, who described himself as a libertarian- 
socialist. "If this guy is God, take me to the Devil." Halley 
called the guru, who also is known as Maharaj .Ii, "a slick 
businessman on an ego-trip." As the guru was hustled 
away by Jiis bodyguards, Hallcy escaped despite attempts 
to stop him. Rawat is reported to have urged that Halley not' 
be apprehended. 


Councilwornan Erma Henderson, who sponsored the tes- 


timonial resolution, apologized as she presented the award 


saluting llawat for his "continuous efforts in advocating 
peace, love and unity." 


In a short acceptance speech, Rawat urged his followers 


not to hate his assailant. He said that "hale is the opposite 
of love as night is the opposite of day" and that their task 
was to walk with love in the light of day. 


After accepting the key to city from the council president, 


Rawat left quickly. 
, 


Rawat, who calls himself Balyogcshwar (Child God), 


claims to be the "perfect master" of his time as were 
Jesus, Buddha and Mohammed before him. Ho reportedly 
has amassed a large fortune from his following, believed to 
be in the millions worldwide. 


The money is said to be used to establish missions and 


enable the "master" to travel and attempt lo spread his 
message. 


Afler his departure, the guru's followers milled about 


with dreamy looks and hugged each other. One girl sat 
alone and cried quietly. 


Said one, "Did you see how he returned without a trace of 


wetness on his clothes, so serene, so humble. He's beau- 
tiful."

WASHINGTON (AP) — Tigh- 


tening the lid on its investiga- 
tion, the Justice Department 
has refused to'comment on a 
report that Spiro T. Agncw 
received $50,000 from private 
contractors after he became 
vice president. 


The report was carried today 


by the Knight newspaper chain, 
which quoted sources as saying 
federal prosecutors have been 
told that contractors paid Ag- 
new ?1,000 a week over a period 
of years, and the $50,000 sum 
after 
he was 'elected vice 


president. 


In a story from its Washing- 


ton bureau, the newspaper 
chain quoted the source as say- 
ing some of the contributions 
may have been put to Agnew's 
personal use. 


The Justice Department has 


acknowledged only that Agnew 
is the subject of a criminal 
investigation, a fact disclosed 
Monday night by the vice 
president 
himself. 
He 


proclaimed his innocence and 
said he would not comment 
further. 


No charges have been fiied 


against the vice president, and

Nixon Tuesday, through his 


attorneys, told a U.S. District 
Court judge that the courts have 
no authority to force him to turn 
over the material in a similar 
suit, filed by special Watergate 
prosecutor Archibald Cox. 


After Peterson erupted in 


anger over losing the investiga- 
tion (o Cox, he apologized lo the 
committee. 


"Excuse my emotions but I 


have been there loo long and 
this has been a terrible year," 
lie said.

Sterilisation Can Be 
Benign Or Sinister 


In a medical context, the act of 


sterilization can be either benign or 
sinister. No one objects when a surgeon 
soaps up, dons thin rubber gloves and a 
face mask, and uses sterilized ins- 
truments to perform an operation. Ttie 
idea is to minimize the possibility of in- 
fection. But suppose tbe patient herself 
is to be sterilized that is, rendered in- 
capable of procreation ? 


That is much more than an idle ques- 


tion these days. The issue came to (lie 
fore last month when it transpired that 
a number of young women in the Mont- 
gomery, Ala., area had been sterilized 
at the behest of an agency partially 
funded by, the federal government. 
Reports of similar incidents in other 
states^hSye since come to light. 


To dramatize the need for new 


legislation to control medical practices 
involving humans, the Senate Health 
Subcommittee held a hearing on July 10 
to investigate the sterilization of two 
Montgomery sisters, aged 12 and 14. 
Their father, LonnieRelf, testified that 
the operations were performed without 
the informed consent of them, him, or 
Mrs. Relf. Officials of the clinic where 
the surgery occurred have insisted that 
Mrs. Relf, who is illiterate, had signed 
surgical consent forms with an "X." 


A nurse employed by the Mont- 


gomery County Department of Health 
told Jet magazine that the Relf family 
could hot possibly have consented to 
sterilization. "We've had the Relfs as 
Clients for more than five years;" she 
said, "and for pthe longest time I was 
trying to explain that the two elder girls 
should have'their (fallopian) tubes tied 
.The'family always refused." 


The 'sterilization controversy sur- 


faced almost exactly one year after the 
disclosure that 430 black males suffer- 
ing from syphillis had been the subjects 
of a U.S. Public Health Service 


experiment dating from J932. Medical 
treatment was deliberately withheld 
from the men so that the effects of the 
disease could be studied closely.' Some 
doctors involved in the experiment 
believe that the men were never 
adequately informed of its nature. 


Taken together, the syphillis study 


and the sterilization issue generated 
demands for legislative action. Accor- 
dingly, the Senate Health Subcommit- 
tee lias reported to the parent Labor and ' 
Public Health Committee a bill that 
would create a commission in the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare to set and supervise guidelines 
to protect human beings used in all 
forms of biomedical research. 


The Relf sisters, like many other 


young women involved in 
recent 


sterilization cases, are poor, black, and 
dependent on public assistance. Few 
persons would dispute the argument 
that families on welfare should be en- 
couraged to practice birth control. But 
sterilization, especially where coercion 
is involved, is repugnant to many. 


Coercion is definitely involved in 


Aiken County, South Carolina. The only 
three obstetricians practicing in the 
county have laid down a policy under 
which pregnant women on welfare who 
have as many as three children must 
agree to be sterilized before the doctors 
will deliver their babies on Medicaid, a 
program which pays the medical costs 
of the poor. 


George F. Will, Washington editor of 


National Review asserts that "it is 
plausible to assume" that government- 
supported sterilization programs "are 
designed to weed the population" in the 
interest of "population improvement." 
Other critics might not go that far, but 
it is clear that sterilisation is an issue 
which, like abortion, raises strong 
emotions.

For Fastening Seat Belts

early in 1974, the United States will 
record ils'two-milHpnth motor vehicle 
fatality. How, when and where the 
victim will die cannot be predicted. 
But based on the grimly inevitable 
statistics of the National Safety Coun- 
cil, this landmark death will surely 
occur. In .Ihe 75 years since the au- 
tomobile 
first 
became 
part 
of 


American life, it has sent more than 
26,000 people to their deaths per year, 
on the average. 


This staggering figure compares 


with 46,000 Americans killed in nearly 
10 years of U.S. involvement in Viet- 
nam. In all of the nation's wars since 
the Revolution, fewer than 1,050,000 
Americans have died. So sometime 
before 1975, if present rates continue, 
traffic fatalities will about double war 


What They Need 
Is Pulchritude 


Commentators seem to agree that 


the Senate hearings on Watergate have 
lost their TV appeal in recent weeks, 
that a big segment of the American 
public is bored. No wonder: in all that 
huge cast of characters there isn't a 
single beautiful babe. Nielsen ratings 
demand the a single return of John 
Dean's wife. 
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deaths. Efforts to slow down the high- 
way carnage have largely failed. Many 
drivers — particularly speeders and 
drinkers — seem intent on suicide by 
automobile, and often take innocent 
victims with them. 


Seat belts save lives. Department of 


Transportation records show that fa- 
talities arc much less frequent In ac- 
cidents when safety belts — especially 
shoulder 
belts — are 
fastened. 


Nonetheless, about 80 per cent of 
American drivers and passengers 
don't use their seat belts. Ralph 
Hitchcock, a safety slamlards.cngineer 
for the National Highway 
Traffic 


Safety Administration, says "We've 
tried almost everything to get people 
to fasten their safety belts, but it just 
hasn't worked." 


So beginning wilh the 1974 model- 


year cars, which go on sale in Sep- 
tember, the agency is playing its ace. 
Under an NIITSA regulation, new car 
engines simply won't start unless front 
seat riders first sit down, fasten their 
combination lap-shoulder belts ahd 
then turn on the ignition — in that 
order. The ignition interlock systems 
may come as a surprise to those 
drivers still trying to disconnect the 
light-and-bu/.zer 
devices 
on their 


recent model cars. And owners nf 
older cars shouldn't feel complacent, 
because laws to require mandatory 
scat belt usage in all automobiles are 
being considered in more than half of 
the 
states. 
The 
Transportation 


Department plans to reward states 
which pass such laws with a 25 per 
cent increase in federal highway 
safety funds. "If we could get 1(10 per 
cent usage of safety belts, we could get 
a *in per cent reduction in fatalities," 
Hitchcock said. And lhat means 10,000 
lives saved every year.
